But, to the observer, it seems bereft of aggression, of sharpness 
of attack, of determination in pressing it home, and of the power to 
set hearts afiame. There is an aspect of rontineness about its work, 
an appearance of satisfaction with comparatively small things, and 
of incapacity to rise to the heights of their splendid opportunity. 
Appearances may. be delusive, but the impression on the onlooker, 
as we have described it, remains, and the figures we have cited 
confirm its truth. What, one asks, does Zionism mean to thousands 
of young Jews and.Jewessesin London? The pessimistic speech of 
one of the spokesmen of the Young Zionists left no doubt as to the 
answer. 

ARGUMENT AND COUNTER-ARGUMENT. 

At whose dogys is the responsibility to be laid for this state of 
things? Critics demand that the Federation should busy itself 
les3 with fund-raising and more with the vital need of propaganda. 
But the retort is that funds must be obtained if the work of Zionism 
is to proceed at all, and that that exacting task absorbs much of 
the energies of the Federation. When one suggests that new 
deaders should be enlisted who would know how to fire the imagina. 


” 
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tion and enthusiasm of the people, the answer returned is that the 
Jewish leaders are mostly anti-Zionist, that the present heads of the 
Federation are eager to welcome new blood, that several personal- 


ities were actually appointed to the administration, but soon shook 


themselves free again. Finally, the Federation could do more if it 
liad a larger revenue than the beggarly one of twelve hundred a 
years but as increase of revenue can come only from jncrease of 
propaganda and there is no money for such a purpose, we are left 
wandering in a vicious circle. Frankly, it all sounds too bad to be 
true. It is hard to convince us that there is not an abundance of 
young talent in the Community which, givena chance, would not help 
to give a new turn eventually to the Federation's fortunes—which 
would not take up the essential question of propaganda with the 
enthusiasm of youth, and eventually qualify for positions of 
responsibility. If the appeal to them were made and pressed, and 
if it fell on deaf ears, then our people would be in worse case than 
we are ready to believe it to be. One of the worst charges brought 
at the Conference against the powers that be was that the youth 
who joined the Young Zionist Societies have remained for some 
time, and then passed into the world without leaving a trace—lost to 
the senior Zionist movement. The reservoirs of.enthusiasm and fresh 
ability have thus been allowed to run to waste—a piece of inexplic 
able neglect of which we have heard no defence. That brings us to 

another weakness in the present organisation, or lack of it-—we 

mean the splitting up of the mavement into a number of bodies, 

which sometimes get into one another's way when the hat is being 3 
carried round and between which, it is said, feelings are not always 

too friendlv. What seems to be called for is more economy of effort 
and greater concentration. At the moment it ts often possible to 
know, without being told, who are to be the speakers at a” mass — 
demonstration of the Federation, It is the same stage army, over 
and over again, of the same%sincere and devoted orators. But if the 
leaders of the several sectional bodies pooled their capacities there 
might at least bean occasional element of variety in the rhetorical 
feast, and perhaps a correspondingly greater appeal to. those for 
whom it is meant. On the question of concentration it is only fair 
to say that the Order of Ancient Maccabeans has now seta good 
example, whieh Oue fervently hopes will be followed. jut the 
Federation. which seems to be conspicuously lacking in the power of 
popular appeal, must, from now, bestir itself to find new. ideas, new 
methods of approach, fresh minds that will know how to invade 
and capture the camps of the laggards or the ignorant. We urge it 
fo abandon any defeatist spirit, to be up and doing, and to better 
its own far from negligible best. Zionism in the land of. the 
Mandatory Power occupies a key position. And that position must 
he held at all costs, and strengthened.

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“A Question of Public Policy.” 


In commenting, last week, on the cheque for £1,000 which the 
Burial Society of the Federation of Synagogues has presented to 
the President of the Federation in appreciation of his services to 
that body, we remarked that “jit would be interesting to be informed 
whether any criticism or opposition was advanced” to that action. 
We now understand, from several quarters, that such was the case : 
thatthe proposal met with strong dissent at the meeting of the 
Committee which considered it in the first instance; and that i! 
was actually rejected-—only to be agreed to at a subsequent meeting 
ofthe same Committee. We submit that this information, which we 
beheve to be correct, places a different complexion upon the trans. 
action ; and we venture to suggest to the recipient of the cheque, 
Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., that he should, in the light of it, reconsider 
his acceptance of the money. I[t is surely unnecessary to ask him 
whether a gift ander the circumstances named wears that character 
of whole-hearted graciousness which unselfish service such as Mr. 
Davis has no doubt given is entitled to demand. But we base our 
suggestion also on the wider ground of fublic necessity. It cannot 
but be apparent to Mr. Davis that a precedent uader which honorary 
service is rewarded, not by a voluntary collection but by a mone, 
gift from the funds of the institution concerned, is in danger of 
cross abuse by later comers, and that such an untoward consequence 
yould be a shock to public confidence and a blow to the communal 
epute. We cannot but believe that an experienced worker like 
Me. Davis will be alive to this imperious consideration, and that, in 
the public interest which he honourally desires to serve. he wil! 
vsurn the gift to the donors. Such an act would not only do 
credit te him, but would remain as a safeguard to the Community 
in times to come. 


The Rumanian Murder. 

The assassination of the Rumanian Premier. VM. Duca. 
storm signal which those who are concerned 
Hurope will not lightly disregard.

The murdered Premier was the 
victim of the Lron Guard organisation, whose reckless anti-Semitic 
agitations and incitements have embittered Jewish life in Rumania. 
His death was due, m great measure, to the fact that he protected 
the Pights of Jews, as of all citizens. Under a previous Liberal 
Government there had been anti-Jewish outbreaks, but- when the 
attacks at Oradea Mare occurred, six years ago, M. Duca. then 
Minister of the Interior, met them vigorously, punished many. of 
the Jew-baiters, and compensated the Jews who lad suffered. [n 
nddition, he took steps to suppress the anti-Semitic movement. The 
movement revived, under the Agrarian Governmert of M. Maniu 
but when M. buca came to power last November he announced his 
decision to suppress the tron Guards. He was as good as his 
word and, following the grave disturbances in Jassy, the suppression 
was decreed. M. Duca expressly justified his action not only as 
being in the interests of the State. but also on the grounds -o! 
Kumania’s Treaty obligations towards Jews and other minorities. 
tie had proved faithful to the promise he made at the time he took 
office that his Government, “ldval to the spirit of broad tolerance 
ead absolute equalites of all citizens, without distinetion of race or 
religion. will stimulate among the population all those sentiments 
of harmony and confidence which are essential for the progress and 
prosperity of the country. The answer to this ringing declaration 
of civic brotherhood has been the murderer's pistol shot.

Dr. KARL MELCHIOR (Berlin). 


The famous Jewish banker and financial authority, Dr. Karl 
Melchior, passed away on Sunday in Berlin at the age of sixty-two. 
He was a native of Hamburg and was educated at Bonn and Berlin 

Universities. In 1902 he entered 


burg & Co, becoming a partner 
in 1917. During the War the 
deceased was sent to Rumatja 
as a German delegate to con- 
clude grain and financial agree- 
ments, and in 1918-19 he was 
Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the German Armistice 
Commission. Dr. Melchior was 
one of the six German delegates 
af the Peace negotiations in 
1919 in Versailles, and in the 
following year he was the 
German expert at the Spa and 
Brussels conferences between 
Germany and the Entente 
countries. He was appointed in 1926 the German member of the 
Permanent Finance Commission of the League of Nations and 
subsequently became its Chairman. ‘At the Reparations Confer- 
ence held in Paris in 1929, Dr. Melchior was the chief German 
Several times he was offered membership of the 
German Federal Cabinet, but he always refused to join the Govern.

Mr. GEORGE ALEXANDER KOHUT (New York). 

The death is recorded of Mr. George Alexander Kobut, the well- 
known American Jewish scholar, which occurred last Sundav in 
New York from heart disease, after an illness of five weeks. The 
deceased, who would have attained his sixtieth birthday on Febriiary 
11th, was the son of Rabbi Alexander Kohut (who founded the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of America), and was descended from 
a long line of famous Rabbis and Gaonim. Born in Hungary. the 


deceased went to America at the age of eleven, when his father was: 


called” to New York as Rabbi, and he graduated at Columbia Univer- 

: His father became a tremendous force in American Jewry, his 
arrival in that country being the signal for rallying the conservative 
forces against the Reform Movement in Judaism which had a great 
following at that time. It was his father’s influence on American 
Jewry that impelled the leaders of American Reform to institute 
the historic Pittsburgh Conference,. George Kohut was associated 
for a time with the Jewish Theological Seminary of America, and 
from 1901 to 1903 he acted as its Assistant Librarian. He drifted away 


‘from his father’s Orthodoxy and became a member of Rabbi Stephen 


Wise’s Liberal Free Synagogue and a trustee of the Jewish Institute 
of. Religion. In- order to perpetuate his father's memory, the 
deceased established the Alexander Kohut Memorial Foundation, 
comprising five literary foundations, at Yale University, the Vienna 
Rabbinical Seminary, the Berlin Society for the Promotion of Jewish 
Learning, the New York Jewish Institute of Religion and the

Herr JAKOB WASSERMANN. 


One of the greatest of the group of famous Jews in mo5Jern 
German literature, Jakob Wassermann, passed away on Monday in 
his sixty-first year, at his country home at Alt-Aussee, in Styria, 
‘Austria. He had been ill for 
some time, and had recently been 
staying in Vienna under medical 
treatment. He was born at 
Fuerth, in Bavaria, of Jewish 
parents, his family having lived 
in the district for centuries. 
After working in an_ uncle's 
factory and being apprenticed in 
an export warehouse, he finally 
found, in Munich in 1894, a 
patron who perceived the talents 
of the young Jew and encouraged 
him in the choice of a literary 
career. After a period of peverty 
he became a member of the comic 
journal which 
brought him into contact.with a 


circle of brilliant. young writers. Ilis novel# and short stories. 
translated into several languages. soon won -him an inter- 
national reputation.. He was. perhaps the most productive 


writer in the German language that the Jewish race lias produced. 
His novel, THe OF ZIRNDORPF, first published in 1897, brought 
lim ‘first Defore the “public. His two biographies of Chr.stopher 
Columbus and the explorer Stanley are both well known in b) eir 
English translations. after the Nazis came to power in 
Germany, Wiassermann’s books, along with those of other Jewish and 
anti-Nazit authors, were publicly burned in Berlin on Mav 10th : and 
he was expelled from the Prussian of Literature. with 
other Jewish members. In an appeal which he addressed to the 
President of the Austrian Republic a few years ago. on behalf of the 
Jewish student, Philip Halsmann, sentenced nf lonsbruck on 
charge of parricide, but subsequently released, Wassermann wrote: 
“fama have hever hidden my fa e behind a visor. Istand 
here free to the open wind, upon the bridge between both camps, 
Jews and Hon Jews, | have rendered services to both, but espe lally 
to the principle of Justice. If someone tells vou, Mr. President. that 
my action is another demonstration of how the Jews stand together 
my only answer is that itis deplorable that only the Jews dothis. 
not all humanity. Thaé Philip Halsmann is innocent is the opinion 
of all honest people who have not been polsoned by the atmosphere 
of racial hatred in Europe.

| Hle bas been condenined. not because of

Jewish race.” Wassermann was an anti-Zionist, and often came 
into conflict with the Zionist Press. He once declared: “ It is a 
basic error to deSignate the Jews a nation. They are not that, and 
hey If the Jews succeed to-day in estab- 
lishing a State, they will perhaps be a nation, will perhaps be recog- 
nised as a people; but they will have ceased to te Jews in the old 
sense. They will perhaps acquire a State collectiveness. political 
influence, a place, however lowly, among the other numerous nation- 
leven 
go so far as to say that if the Jews were all killed, if their name was 
expunged from the role of history, it would be less disastrous to the 
history of humanity than if the Jews themselves give up the réle 
which they have till now been playing in the history of the 
world.” On another occasion he said: "I have never conc 2aled 
the fact that Il am a Jew. My attitude to mv Jadaism: has 
never been ambiguous. When’ it was still customary for the 
German writer of Jewish origin to hide behind a mask, I, at thr 
beginning of my tareer, refused to play this game of hide and-seek 
and took a realistic path. Lhave found that Judaism in the Diaspora 
having been sanctified by two thousand years. of martyrdom is the 
last refuge of humanity against the advance of the “new terrible 
barbarity called Nationalism. Anti-Zionists should not enga fe in 
warfare against the Zionists, and thus create internal] hostility bit 
should go their owa way, by the example of ethical conduct at d 
spiritual elevation.” Arnold Bennett, Gerhart Hauptmann Thon 
Mann and Emil Ludwig spoke of Wassermann as one of tnd eraateas 
authors and novelists of our time. He was included atoone th 
many distinguished authors in the “ First Official Black List “

We have received the following from HABoniM ‘ 

With the passing of Philip Hernan at the age of twenty-seven, those 
who were privileged to know him have sustained an incalculable loss. 
And those who knew him are many. because he was one of the rare men 
who have the gift of imparting a sense of friendship to all with whom 
they come into contact. We, beth old and young, who worked with him 
, yin Habonim, feel new that. something irreplaceable is missing from the 
inspiration which helped us ferward in our work.- For as we watched 
the flowering of his personality aud marked the increase in the 
clarity of his vision and his grasp of practical problems, we turned 
instinctively towards him as to a‘ natural leader. There was no tield 

f activity in Habonim in which he did not take a’ keen interest 
and a prominent part. Often he himself was the originator of some new 
, plan of action—the re-organisation of the Senior Section of the rnovement, 
the framing of a constitution, the formation of a new Gedud. whether for 
Bonim and Bonot, or for their leaders. or the administration of a 
‘camp. It is, perlaps, as Rosh Hamachaneh that most of the 
children will remember him. for there can hardly be one of them 
who has not some personal memory of him as a real” comrade 
amd friend as well as a commandant. We, who were bound fo 
Herman by an identity of ideals, were like the farmer who, after his 
season's toil, marvels at the spectacle of his field green with springing 
com, ald rejoices at the thought of the rich harvest to come. But the 
full measure of the harvest has been denicd to us--and not only to vais in 
Habonim, but to that larger community which had not yet been able to 
measure bis quality.

Mr. Herman had been a member of the Executive of the Associaticnu 
of Young Zionist Societies for many years, and can be regarded as one of 
those who founded it and bronght it tu its present position of eminenc: 
among Anglo-Jewish Youth. In every department of work he displayed a 
devotion that was unequatied, and his great abilities were well demon. 
strated in'the Summer Schools that he sod ably organised and in his work 
in the Habonim Movement. From the very beginning he was marked ont 
tor leadership and, had he been spared, there is not the slightest doubt 
but that he would have taken his place among the leaders of the Senior 
Movement. Only four days before his death he attended his last Execu- 
tive Meeting, and, as always, playeda prominent part in the deliberations, 
and in the working out of the policy of the Association.

Nazis’ Resolution for 1934 


To Eradicate German Jewry 


Horrors of the Concentration Camps 


With the New Year, forebodings of wholesale action to 
eradicate Jews from German life by withdrawing their rights as 
citizens have abruptly taken tangible form, and 1934 threatens 
to parallel 1983 in its tale of anguish for the Jewish Community. 
A new eampaign is on foot to oust ~non-Aryans”’ from what 
little place in professional life they had, by Nazi oversight, been 
permitted to retain; while Dr. Schmitt's “race-ologieal” opponents 
have refurned to the attack on Jewish business with renewed 


roree, 


De-nationalisation, which in 1935 threatened Ost;uden alone, has, 
with the turn of the year, become a terrible menace overhanging 
foreign and Gennanmborn Jews alike. To the swollen ranks of the 
Sittatentiose adrift in Germany hew uccessions are to he made by a 
new ordinance, issued by the Prussian Ministry of the Interior, 
iding the populat into two categories, citizens and residents. 
A new definition of citizenship will be promulgated, it is explained, 
which may COnVePL mans citizens into residents. The ordinance 
is amplified by regulations which provide for the withdrawal of 
eitizensShip not only from East European Jews, but also from Jews 
-who have proved to be harmful to the interests of the German 
State and the German nation. The order provides further for the 
withdrawal of citizenship from the wives of Jews, even though they 
are themselves German, and from thei German-born children. All 
those whose citizenship has been withdrawn are now described as 
Staatentose, and must apply for residential and labour perniits, even 
if they hare "have been born iti 


. On penalty of punishment 
under the alhiehs law. 


An investigation conduc ted by the Jewish*Teleqraphie Agency 
definitely establishes that citizenship has been withdrawn from 
(1) many Jews who have been living in Germany for years before 
the War; (2) Jews married to German women; .(3) Jews who were 
Horn in Germany; (4) German wonten married to Jews. 

As an example of the type of Jew whose citizenship has been 
withdrawn, We may cite the case of a family who gettled in Kénigs- 
berg forty-two years ago. At the outbreak of the War two members 
of the family, although thev ‘were aliens, entered the German Armvy 
as volunteers. One was killed tn action and the other was severely 
wounded and invalided home with an Iron Cress and other decora- 
tions. As ad reward for its loyalty the Government naturalised the 
family-and gave the invalidett ex-soldier a post. in the State Bank. 
Now, however, the entire family has returned to its alien status and 
the ex-soldier lias, as a foreigner, lost his official post. 

In view of the rap'd growth.in the withdrawal of citizenship, 
Re chsvertretung der deutschen Juden, the representative body 
of Gertaan Jewary, has found it necessary to take up the matter, and 
the Central Union of German Citizens of Jewish Faith has issued an 
announcement that it has been authorised by the Reichsvertretung 
to act in an advisory capacity in all cases where 
withdrawn. 

\ new drive has also begun to expel —Ostjiuden resident in 
Germany since the end of the War. Numerous foreign Jews, who 
held residential permits from previous Governments to stay in 
Germany for an unlimited period, have received notice to appear 
before the police authorities to have their permanent residential 
permits exchanged for permits restricting their stay to only three or 
Months.

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A kind of “ racial passport,’ known as an Abstammungsnach- 
weis (proof of origin), introduced in Germany from January ist, is 
to be in use for every official and employee in State and Municipal 
institutions. The card, which will be printed in the official Govern- 
ment printing works, will be considered an official document, to be 
filed by all institutions as evidence that all ‘its employees are of 
Aryan race. Space is provided for the racial affiliation of the holder's 
parents, grandparents and wife. eer 

According to the new order published by the Reich Minister for 
the Interior restricting the number 6f students admitted to all 
German Universities during 1934 to 15,000, no Jewish students are 
to be permitted to enrol. Starting from the -beginning of the new 
school vear. the Hessen educational authorities have decreed that in 
no circumstances are free places in‘ schools to be given to non- 
Arvan children. The Prussian authorities have debarred all Rabbis ° 
from sitting on the supervisery boards of elementary schools . 
attended by Jewish children. 

The Prassian Minister of Economics las’ issued an order under 
which no Jew may remain as instructor in mndustrial and artisan 
schools, or even give private trade tuition to Aryans. All licences 
now held by-Jews will be cancelled by. March 31st, 1934. Jews who 
were at the front. or who lost sons or fathers during the war are 
exempted. Jewish instructors may teach Jewish children; but only 
privately. | 

Mass dismissals of Jewish panel doctors who are still practising 
under ‘the new regulations, as exempted because they are war 
veterans or for other reasons, started last week in Berlin and other 
cities under the provisions of the new order empowering the 
authorities to reduce the number of Jewish doctors and dentists in 
cities with a population of over 100,000, — It is learnt that a new 
campaign against Jewish doctors is cn foot, official Government 
circles holding that in spite of the restrictions which have been 
introduced, the panel staffs in Berlin are still fifty per cent. Jewish. 
Some of the institutions have issued statements urging that the 
intention of the order is only to control the admission of doctors in 
future, and that it must not be misinterpreted for the purpose of 
dismissing those who have established their right to continue in 


practice. 


The end of the vear is marked by an extra large crop of 
dismissals of Professors, whose Aryan origin or pro-Nazi sympathies 
are doubtful, from leading Prussian Museums, Universities, Colleges, 
Art Galleries and Conservatoires. The dismissed, numbering sixty- 
nine, are to be pe nsioned off Tigi replaced by “ full-blooded” Nazis. 

~ ‘The All-German Lawyers’ Association, the largest association of 
lawyers in Germany, with @ membership of 15,000, inclfiding 3,000 
Jews, was dissélved at its general meeting last week, and all Aryau 
members transferred to the National-Socialist Lawyers’ Association. 
Thus. the Jewish members will be left without any organisation to 
protect their interests. 

No 1934 racing licences will be issued to Jewish jockeys. or 
gentlemen riders in Prussia.

A Scurrilous Anti-Jewish Play 


An amazing exhibition of racial insanity is reported in the 
cultural” field. Berlin has witnessed for the first time the anti- 
Jewish play” Prophets,” by Hans Johst, the: Nazi “ poet”? and first 
playwright of the Prussian State Playhouse. ‘Even after excisions 
which are said to have been made as a result. ef demands from 
Authoritative Prussian quarters, the play is anti-Jewish propaganda 
at its wildest and crudest. “ Prophets” is a mystical drama, in 
which the central figures are the Emperor ath and Luther. I: 
deals with the conflict with Rome, the struggle for the reformation 
of the Church, and is thus full of allusion to contemporary German 
events. In the first scene, two Jews, Baruch and his son-in-law 
Isaak, are on their way tolend money to a needy knight, whom they 
encounter, “Give the money here,” says the knight. “ I only have 
the deed,” says Baruch. “The money is at home.” ~The knight's 
huntsman says: " Where the Christian has his heart the Jew carries 
his gold,” and plunges his hand into the Jew’s caftan and with- 
draws the Jew's purse. The. knight orders the two Jews twenty 
strokes apiece, which they duly receive, and goes his way rejoicing, 
In the second scene a Jew is hanged, Isaak appears, lamenting that 
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his wife Rahel has taken her jewels to the «.:ristian Cathedral and 
laid them on the altar there. He steals them from the altar: “I 
will not take them to the synagogue, Jehovah! Shall they lie there 
without interest in thy chest? Twelve—no, the times are bad— 
cight per cent. will | pay thee, and with my last breath L will repay 
the capital, Your blessing on my work, Jehovah!” He is caught

Archbishop Denounces ‘‘Nordic’’ Myth 

A powerlal challenge to Nazi race-madness has once again been 
thrown down by Cardinal Faulhaber, the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Munich, this time in his New Year's sermon in the church 
of >t. Michael. A sign of the intense interest shown in Cardina! 
Faulhaber seattacks on Aryanising German Christians” were the 
great crowds-that thronged the church and the hundreds that had 
to be turned away. 

During the past year, said Cardinal Faulhaber, forces Lad been 
at work which aimed at the establishment of a Nordic-Germanic 
religion in order to bring religion into line with extreme Nationalist 
principles. ~The ancient Teutous who are being idealised by the 
pan-German philosophers,’ he went ‘on, were in reality a people 


‘far behind the ancient Jews in civilisation and other virtues, and 


their abilities have been greatly exaggerated. The old Teutons left 
their women-folk to do the rough work while they reclined on 
bearskins, dicing and drinking mead and sleeping like logs till 
midday.”, Cardinal Faulhaber opposed with great vigour the Nazi 
claim that Christianity was primarily. if not exclusively, for the 
German race. “In the Kingdom of God,’ he said,” there are no 
pampered favourites, and all people have the right to their racial 
individuality.” 

The German Press has so far failed to give its readeve any indica. 
tion of the real contedt\ of the pastoral letter issued by the Austrian 
Rishops last week condemming Nazi “racial madness,” the “un.

State nationalism. The Munich edition .of the VORLKISCHER 
BeOBACHTER makes the -amazing suggestion that the Pope “ may be 
expected to call the Jeaders of the church in Austria energetic ally 
to order” for their recent attack. The real views of the Vatican, 
though known to the rest of the world, have been completely sup- 


pressed in Germany, the TELEGRAPH comments, and the 


average newspaper reader will be puzzled and indignant when the 
conflict comes toa head, , 

The conflict in the Protestant Church is still in a state of truce. 
It is believed that Dr. von Bodelschwingh, the Moderate, who was 
elected Reichs Bishop last May and forced by Nazi pressure to resign 
in favour of Dr. Miller, will again be nominated for the Primacy. 
The extreme German Christians have meanwhile dropped their 
demand for the elimination of the Old Testament, while re-affirminy 
their support for the adoption of the Aryan clause in the Church.

Rabbi Dr. Dienemann, of Offenbach 
has been released from the Osthofen Concentration Camp, after 
being imprisoned for one week, although he had been sentenced, 
without trial, to six weeks’ imprisonment, 

A series of articles on the Concéntration Camps, appears in the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, which publishes a statement by a prisoner 
recently discharged from the Brandenburg Camp after an internment 
of two months. The twenty Jewish prisoners, he records, are treated 
with special cruelty and were compelled to perform the hardest and 
most disagreeable tasks. In one section of the camp there are Six 
Jews who do not get a regular food ration but only what is left over 
by the other prisoners. These leavings were thrown into a 
receptacle from which the six Jews are compelled to eat without 
knives and forks. Inthe notorious Dachau camp there are sixty 
Jews. Conditions here are particularly frightful. The Jews form 
the second sqtiad of the Seventh, or ~ refractory’ company. The 
total number of prisoners who have been killed or who have died of 
injuries at Dachau is estimated at fifty.

Annual Meeting in New York: 
| From our Corres pond ni—NrEw 

The Twenty-Seventh Annual Meeting of the American Jewish 
Committee was held in New York before officia's and delegates from 
thirteen States. The meeting was concerned primarily with the 
German Jewish situation but the session also dealt with the situa. 
tion in Poland, Rumania, Austria and Mexico. 

In the report of the Committee's activities during the past year, 
which was real by De. Cyrus Adler, it was pointed out that whereas 
the situation of the non-Jewish opponents of the regime in Germany 
is possible of improvement upon their becoming reconciled to Nazi 
prin iples and measures, the lot of the Jews will remain precarious 
as long as the existing racial principle obtnins. Despite all efforts, 
there had been no change for the better in the status of the Jewis! 
population of ‘Lhroughout. the claim of the German 
Government had been that the treatment of any part of the popula. 
tion was its own internal affair. This claim had misled many organ. 
isations and individuals all

He is 
engaged as Professor of Flute at Tiegerman’s Musical Institute, of Cairo 
and is to give a series of concerts in one of the leading hotels of Alexandria. 
The newly-formed Grand Lodge of the District of Egypt in the 
Independent Order of the B'nai B'rith was solemnly inaugurated under 
the Presidency of Dr. David Yellin of Jerusalem. Telegrams of congratula- 
tion received for the occasion included a message from Mr. Gordon 
Liverman, Grand President, B’nai B'rith of Great Britain and Lreland. 


ITALY.-—-A memorial slab has been erected in Rome on the building 
of the International Agricultural Institute, to the memory of David Lubin 
the founder of the Institute; who died in 1919. Lubin, -who was an 
American Jew, was one of the greatest agricultural authorities of the day. 
He initiated the idea of an International Institute of Agriculture, and when 
it was established, the United States Government appointed him its life 
representative.

The first meeting of the Governing jody was largely concerned

Rappard, on behalf of the Academic bodies. It made a preliminary 
consideration of the vexed question of. passports; but a further 
study of that matter is required before positive action can be taken, 
At the final sitting, which was public, the delegates of several 
Governments spoke of the contribution of their States to the 
problem, and--more guardedly-—of their willingness to co-operate 
in constructive efforts. The representative of the United States 
emphasised the present difficulty of his country in opening its doors 
to refugees, but indicated the willingness of the American people to 
raise a large contribution. Sénateur Béranger dwelt on the great 
ness of the French effort and of the absorption of 1,600 fof the 
refugees in employment in France and her North African saboni 7; 
but indicated that his country could not keep ber present mass of 
over 30,000 refugees, and that there must be a fairer distribution. 
‘The delegate of Holland gave an account of the work initiated in his 
country for training the young refugees for productive life: ameng 
the latest developments was the establishment, with the help of the 
Government, of an,agricultural training camp, in which there will 
be accommodation for 300; and a thorough training will be given 
over a pertod of two years. Finally, Lord Cecil summed up the 
situation. Broadly, Europe was full, and for settlement they must 
look for countries further atield, 

Many Proposed Settlements 

There ts no lack of suggestions for sett!ement. Colonisation 
schemes in Angola, Tanganyika, ‘the South American States and 
Turkey are put forward. It will be the fianetion of the High Com 
missioner, with the Permanent Committee and the Buteau of the 
Advisory Council, to sift these many suggestions, and to prevent 
overlapping and duplication in the approach to the different Govern 
ments Which St present takes place, and which must be prejudicial 
to the cauge, It will be the business of the High Comunissioner and 
his Organisation, also, to take stock of all the ‘various efforts al 
re-training and co-ordinate them. In fact, he must endeavour to do 
forthe whole tield what the London Conference of Jewish Organisa 
tions desired todo for part of the field. 

The funds necessary for the. High Commissioner's administra 
tion are to be provided principally by the philanthropic bodies that 
are concerned with the problem. The Governments may contribute 


if they will, but have so far not made any sign. The funds for 
‘training and settlement also will have to be provided by the philan 
thropic bodies. It will require a great effort at this time of 


economic distress. The High Commissioner dias gone to America 
where, among other tasks, he will stimulate Jewish effort in ‘that 
country, and endeavour to unify it on bebalf of the refugees’ problem. 
He will also bring home the responsibility of the non-Jewish world 
for the solution of the problem. An example was set to the 
Christian Churches by the appeal issued, over the signature of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and of the Head of the Free Churches of 
Great Britain, for a collection at Christmas-time in all the Churehés 
on behalf of the refugees, without distinction of creed. The High 
Commissioner endorsed that Appeal, and also a National Appeal 
which is being issued in Sweden; and has emphasised his apprecia- 
tion of the common responsibility-of all peoples and all creeds, His 
appointment bas already helped to focus nomtJewish effort. It is 
expected that it will induce more complete co-ordination -and con- 
centration of Jewish effort throughout Europe and America, 


Jewish Refugees in Afghanistan. 
HELP FROM THE DEPUTIES. 

The Joint Foreign Committee of the Jewish Board of Deputies are 
investigating the information which has reached them that about 1,600 
Jewish Refugees from various parts of Russia have emigrated 
Afghanistan on the alleged grounds of “ terrorisin ” and “ oppression.” 

“Most of these refugees,” said Mr. Zaiman, Secretary of the Board 
of Deputies, to a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative,‘ were formerly quite 
well-to-do, some of them being tradesmen and dwners of factories.” 

It is presumed that the alleged victimisation of these Jews is due to 
the fact that ghey have not habituated themselves to the Co-operative 
Movement which governs present-day Russia. 

Asked whether any definite charge of anti-Semitism had been made in 
the cablesWwhich the Joint Foreign Committee had received, Mr. Zaifnan 
replied “no,” but added that the messages despatched to the Committee 
had been couched in somewhat vague terms. ** They want to emigrate 
to Palestine,’ said Mr. Zaiman, ‘* but it is not*an easy matter. We are 
informed that the Jewish Agency have given them forty certificates. We 
are also informed that 2,000 native Afghanistan Jews have been 
expelled from the border towns of Mazar, Ankhoi and Maimana. They 
are said now to be wandering in the desert, and we are told that they had 
been expelled from these towns at a-few moments’ notice.” 

The Bokharan Jews’ Association have transmitted £700 for the relief 
of the Jewish refugees in Afghanistan, and the Board of Deputies are

LECTURE ON ZIONISM. | 

Professor Temprerley delivered an address recently to the 
Women's—huncheon Clulf on “Zionism and the Arabs.” Mrs.

The lecturer explained that his own position was a moderate 
one. He was neither wholly pro-Arab nor wholly pro Zionist, and 
he personally considered that a great deal of the literature and 
opinions now current was of an extremely partisan character. The 
extreme advocates of different iews displayed considerable 
of the facts. This was due to the circumstance that the origins of 
the present trouble were not studied, 

Consequently, the present tendencies were rogarded as the 
manifestations of a turbulent Arab mob. or of excited Jewish pro 
pagandists, and it was not realised how deeply the feelings of Arabs 
and Jews were involved. The present unrest wasa result of bistor 
not of loeal or present or individual cireiinstance Put it could be 
much aggravated by partisan misstatements eross mrsuse- of 
statistics. The true remedy was that of Sir Mark Sykes; ~ The 
Jew must see through Arab glasses in Palestine ;

Anniversary Celebrated in Warsaw. 

For the first time in Poland the annivérsary (the tenth) of the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem was celebrated by all Jewish and 
a large number of non-Jewish men of science and learning in 
Warsaw.

The Jewish Friendly Society Movement. 


Achei Brith and the Association. 


SECESSION DEFERRED, 
From our Friendly Societios Correspondent. 

By 52 votes to 50 the delegates at the annual Grand Lodge 
meeting of the Order Acheit Brith and Shield of Abraham carried an 
amendment to add the words “ immediately after the next annual 
Girand Lodge meeting ‘tothe resolution fromthe Executive Couneil 
which called on the Order from the Association of 
Jewish Friendly Societies. The object of the amendment. which 
conceded the principle of eecession, was to afford time for a 
revision of the Constitution of the Association to meet thé views ot 
the Order, failing which the Ache! 


to disattiliate 


Brith will leave the Association 
The dchate proved to be one of the most memorable in the history of: 
the movement, and it was clear from the outset that a very strong section 
of the delegates formed determined opponents of secess‘on, although the 
debating power was on the side of the seceders, Bro. John Dight. the 
Grand Vice-President, who has been .elected Grand President without 
opposition, moved the resolution in aw able and incisive Bpce ch, which was 
marred by one mistake at its conclusion, It was a psychological blunder. 
which probably wrecked any chance he may have had of carrying the 
resolution. Bro. Dight’s general case Was that the Order was out-voted at 
the Association by the delegates of small Independent Societies; that the 
Association had attempted to establish itself as the only fit and proper body 
to represent the Jewish Friendly Societies: that the Association's Chair 
man so far from withdrawing from the attitude adopted in April last had 
declared that in similar circumstances they would maintain their right to 
take similar steps; and that the Order bad failed to secure a declaration 
of non-interference from the Association's Exeentive. although a letter 
had been received, “a most remarkabic document.” which intimated that 
the Association ré-affirmed. that it was bound by the terms of the 
Constitution. and there was no desire: on the part of the Executive ‘to 
depart from the pol cy of non-interfs renee therein containg al. or to propose 


any modification thereof. Bro. Dight. insisted’ that the letter was worth. 
less, aS there,was ground for beHeving that it did not emanate from the 
Association’s xecutive. Phen eame the cardinal mistake which spoilt 
the effect. of a tine and moderate speech. Inreply to the Assoc/ation’s 
Chairman, who had said that the Association was the Movement: 
otherwise he and others would not be in. it. Bro... Dichte retorted 
that the Achei B'rith was the Friendly Society Movement. and hat 
got to be the only Friendly Society: Moyement. to him. True there 


was a‘combination of Societies, but to put the Achei Brith in the position 
of becoming a little part of the Friendly Society. Movement, like the Lodge 
of an Order, was not good enough for him. ; 


Functions of the Association. 

The opposition was led by Bro. I. Kutner, who was quick to seize on 
the effect of secession after a declaration of that character. Bro. M. Cash, 
the Grand ‘Treasurer, supported the resolution because the Association, in 
his view, instead of boing the consultative body for wh'ch it was intended, 
1ul become a holding Society administering benefits. The Achei Brith 

mi been so much troubled by the Association’s affairs that it had no 
time to deliberate on affairs of its own, 8s) «leep: had the quarrel 
gone into the hearts and minds of de‘egates. Binderman

‘then intervened with a plea for a peace which had its effect on the Grand” 


Lodge... Bro. Binderman_a‘gued for delay to give time for an alteration of 
the Association's Constitution to suit present conditions. lt was neces 
sary, he said, to treat the Achci Brith differently from the other Orders 
because it only remained in the Association on the basis of goodwill, 
having a Convalescent.Home of its own, After a characteristically 
eloquent speech from Bro. F. A. Renton who ‘supported secession, as a 
“first step to the formation of one United Jewish Order” came the utter- 
ance which finally prevailed. 

It was by Bro. L. Courts, who moved the amendment to defer seces- 
sion. He spoke with sound commonsense and restraint, and did not 
hesitate to repudiate Bro. Dight’s unfortunate expression of opinion, which 
was ‘neither right nor proper.’’ Bro. Courts said there was no one 
present to give the other side, and he personally could not form a judg- 
ment. . There was a great deal to be said against the way the 
Association had treated the Order, but the resolution was not the way to 
mend matters. If it were carried it was the end: he therefore proposed 
a way of trying to get what they wanted. The debate was carried on 
with vigour and swayed both ways. The tinai speeches were made by 
Bros. B. A. Fersht and H. 8, Schildkraut who were powerful advocates 
of immediate secession. They brought into the debate eve¥y resource of 
ilebating, as well as the authority of their respective positions in the Order. 
Bro. Fersht declared that he had been converted to immediate secession 
by the attitude of Col. Charles Waley Cohen who while willing to offer a 
personal declaration of non-interference so long as he remained President 
failed to summon the Association’s Executive. Bro, Schildkraut stressed 
the argument employed by Bro. Cash, thatthe Association was only intended 
to be a consultative body. ‘The policy and dignity of the Achei Brith were 
involved ; it was not to be “a mere simple unit to obey the whip of any 
Organisation.” Delegates voted amid tremendous excitement, with the 
result already indicated. 


The Order and the Boycott. 

The debate was presided over with serupulous fairness by Bro. Jack 
Wright, the retiring Grand President, who at. tne beginning of the Grand 
Lodge meeting made an interesting statement onthe subject of the boycott. 
They Nad, he said, been approached from several quarters as to the 
attitude of the Achei Brith with regard to the question of the boycott of 
German goods. Every Jew should boycott, but did it require an official 
bsdy to tell Jews to boycott? Why should the Order be attached to 
different bodies and so create disaffection upon a question as to which they 
were all agreéd ? The opinion of the Officers and Executive Council was that 
they should not purchase Gerypan goods. . To instruct the members to 
boycott would be to under-estfnate the loyalty and intelligence of their 
members and delegates. A debate was subsequently held on the Report 


of the Order’s representatives to the Board of Deputies, and their stand... 


point was generally endorsed with its implication of loyalty to the Board, 
although the Achei Brith Deputies, in a written statement, criticised the 
method of enlargement of the Joint Foreign Committee and the non. 
representation of the Achei Brith at the World Conference. The Grand 
Lodge Delegates were present at a banquet to celebrate the Conference, 
at which the guests were Bros, B. A. Fersht and H. 8. Schildkraut in

The Social Betterment Committee of the Jewish Religious Unica ts

‘The thirty seventh Annual Meeting of the Kitchen was held at 
the Philanthropic Hall, Southall Street. Mr. Albert Lisbona, who 
presided, presented the Report. It stated: 

There was a further considerable increase in Jewisli applications ; cans of 
food and soup taken to homes totalled 4,545 or 108 more than last year. Gentile 
families helped numbered 856, and 17,507 meals were served on the premises. 
In all. 8.390 gallons of soap were distributed, and 22.980 loaves of bread. Many 
ext as were also given for Passover, but food was-given to all, irrespective of 
rehgion. 

Mr. Lisbona specially mentioned the benefaction of Miss Helena 
Davis. of London, formerly of Manchester, who had given the 
Kitchen 170 six per cent. Preference Shares in the Lady Workers 
Homes Limited. Thanks were expressed to all the helpers, 
especially Mr. Sydney Needoff, the Hon. Secretgry, and Miss ‘ iolet 
who had assisted in the secretarial work. Mr. tsaac 
Goldstone, the Treasurer, presented the Accounts which showed a 
decrease in subscriptions and a bank overdraft of L152, ‘The

A New Fascist Party.

PROGRAMME EACLUDES ANTLSEMITISM. 

An interesting sequel, from the Jewish point of view, to the deyclop. 
ment’ of the Fascisti Movement in this country, is the emergence of a new 
party which calls itself the United Empire Fascist Party (writes a repre- 
sentative of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE), 

It has fourteen points in its programme, point No. 2 being: ** No 
antagonism to those of-any Religious Faith. One of the most important 
factors inthe upbuilding of the traditions of, and respect for, the British 
pecples throughout the world has been the equality of religious freedom 
of all kinds. The United Empire Fascist Party stands for this principk 
as an integral part of the British Constitution, which should not be 
interfered with.”’ 

lf have had an interview With one of the most prominent hon. officers 
connected. with this new Organisation, which began just before Christmas 
with a handful of seven enthusiasts who are members of the Royal Empire 
society, and is, | learn, gaining numerically in strength almost from hou 
to hour, One of the leading lights of the Party, all the officials of which are 
working in a purely voluntary capacity, is Mr. C, G. Wodehouse-Temple. 
who was the National Conservative candidate for the Stratford division of 
West Haim at the last General Election, and only failed by 203 votes. 

"There is no connection whatsoever between the United kmpire 
Fascist Party and any other ‘ Fascist’ greup, league or union.” I was 
informed, “and our policy differs from theirs on two grounds: first. 
we do not advocate the corporate State because we are in favour of 
retaining the present British constitution ; and secondly, as mentioned in 
Clause two, we are not antagonistic to any Religious Faith. 

[ asked the Hon, Officer whether Pews could bec me members of this 
party. Application for menibership from Jews would be Considered. he 
veplied, in precisely the same way as any application from a non-Jew. 
‘Lhat this new party is definitely opposed to anti-Semitism is clear from 
the fact that the pavagraph appertaining to religious freedom follows 
immediately on the first one, which avers loyalty to the Throne. 

Another interesting fact about this party is that those who inaugurated 
it hail from all parts of the British Empire—Seuth Africa, Canada. 
Australia and the Far East, and that those on the Committee include it 
senth-man who was on the General Headquarters Staff in France aud was 
also on the Inter Allied Reparations Commission in Germany.

The Jewish Colonial Trust, Ltd., it will be remembered, was 
formed by Pr. Herzl in 1899 as the outcome of the Second Zionist 
Congress. {t has had a somewhat chequered career and bas paid 
no dividend since. the distribution of 2! per cent. in 1921. The 
circular announcing the merger sets out the position as follows: 

* The Anglo.Palestine Bank, Ltd.. was founded by the Jewish 
Colonial Trust in the year 1902 as a subsidiary banking under. 
taking for the purpose of furthering the development of Pales- 
tine in general and of Jewish economic enterprise in that 
country in partienlar. In the conduct of its business the Angl6. 
Palestine Bank, Ltd., has consistently pursued that aim and its 
progress and expansion, especially of late years, have been such 
that the Directors of the Jewish Colonial Trust, Ltd., feel that 
one of the main objects for which the Jewish Colonial Trust, 
Lid. was established is now in process of fulfilment through its 
subsidiary. In these circumstances, and in view of the mmpor' 
ance of the position which the Anglo-Palestine Bank, Ltd. has 
attamed in the course of time and especially during recent! 
years, the Directors of the Jewish Colonial Trust, Ltd. have, 
after careful consideration, come to the conclusion that the 
banking business heretofore carried on by it should in future be 
conducted by the Anglo-Palestine Bank,Ltd. Accordingly the
